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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's amendment creates a new set of claims numbered 29-31 that are substantially derived from 
claims 24-28. However, the new claims are not entered because there remain several 112 concerns, such as new claim 30 depending 
from cancelled claim 20 and new claim 29 reciting the top layer to be either woven or nonwoven, and then later reciting the top layer to 
be woven and dyed. Also, claim 29 raises new issues that require further consideration because claim 29 appears to incorporate 
limitations from old claims 24 and 26. Thus, the independent claim has more limitations than it did previously, and all of these 
limitations were not previously considered in conjunction with the other dependent claims. 


Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments pertain to claims which 
have not been entered. Also, Applicant argues that Bender specifically states that it is not necessary to provide anti-staining treatment of 
his sheet material. However, Bender's discussion of staining concerns the staining that results from an underlying layer of adhesive, not 
the staining that occurs on the top layer of material from natural use. Applicant argues that Latzke does not teach projections and 
recesses on the top face of the insole. However, Applicant's claim limitations are not read that norrowly. "Projections" and "recessions" 
exist when the insole has a contoured shape. Latzke contains such a contoured shape.. 
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
